He 
gave his residence the Phenix House, No. 77 
South Canal street, though he has not slept at 
that place more than four times in his life, and 
only once within the last month. 

Albert Reel gave as his residence the Phe- 
nix House also, He gave his real name, and 
said that he had the necessary qualifications 
as a voter. 

Thomas Lewis gave as his residence No, 40 
West Madison street, though he had not lived 
there a sufficient time to qualify as a voter, 
and though he was a resident of South Dakota 
about two months ago, He qualified and was 
registered also on the advice of Venn.

The 
membership was constantly changing, because 
as soon as the men had blown in their stuff 
Venn shoved them out and took in others. 
But his list kept growing and he told me that 
he would register all of them whether they 
were in his place registration day or not; that 
the Democratic bosses down-town wanted a 
big registration in his precinct and that he 
could not afford to disappoint them, as he ex- 
pected something good from them. The fel- 
lows did not all live at his place. Some 
went out into the country and 
around town and worked for a while 
and boarded around where they worked. 
When they had earned a little money they 
came back to blow it in. They slept around 
the saloon, behind the stove, on the tables, or 
wherever they could, forafew nights until 
they sovereu up and had to go to work again. 
But Venn had agreed to find some of them 
rooms at the Phenix, the Colonade, and other 
of the lodging-houses around his place just 
about registration day, and said that he would 
register them from those lodging-houses. He 
was busy the last day of registration—Oct. 25. 
I think he took over $5 worth of saloon checks 
from behind the bar that day and these all 
came back. The fellows that hung around 
handed them in for drinks and they were all 
in rather good condition toward even- 
ing. Then Venn took them to the polling- 
places in squads, I cannot tell you the names 
of thuse fellows, because around our place we 
only knew them by nicknames, like ‘Slim,’ 
‘Bushy,’ ‘ Big Pete,’ ‘Lank Mike,’ and that 
kind, but I know that he took Tunoney and 
Reel, and Lewis and Lenz, as he said, to regis- 
ter them. Timoney was drunk when he was 
taken to be registered. Venn boasted that he 
had all the names on his Shamrock club list— 
and it was over two feet long—on the registry 
from one place or the other. I honestly be- 
lieve that there were not five in the whole list 
who were entitled to register.

Corroborative Testimony.

Three 
shots entered Pollock’s arm and one passed 
through his shoulder.

He clubbed his large re- 
volver and began to beat his victim over the 
head. Pollock then rolled to the floor. The 
highwayman grabbed the jewelry case, and 
flourishing his still smoking revolver im & 
menacing manner ran from the coach before 
the horrifled passengers found time to act. 
The train was plunging through a dense wood 
at the time in a wild part of the country. 
The highwayman did not hesitate a moment. 
He leaped into the darkness with the jewelry 
case ia one hand and his pistol still ready for 
action. 
The train was stopped but no trace of the 
robber found. The whole country was 
scoured tonight.

One Deputy Marshal and One Negro Killed

Anbmonn, I. T., Nov. 4—A bloody tragedy 
occurred this morning on the Santa F6 pas- 
senger train between here and Gainesville, 
Tex., in which one deputy and a negro pas- 
senger on the train were killed.

As you can 
as well execute your warrants for illegal registra- 
tion now as on election day, we have to request 
that you will forthwith issue and execute any 
warrants you may ifitend to issue for — reg - 
istration, in order that the elector, if entitled to 
his discharge, shall receive the same in time to 
cast his vote. If there is any delay in arresting 
hing where he could have been arrested the day 
before that day, it must be presumed to be for 
the purpose of preventing him from voting, and 
consequently unlawful. , 

The Board of Police Commissioners held an 
executive session today and considered the 
question of how to prevent John I. Daven- 
port from taking possession of the polls on 
election day and preventing Democrats from 
casting “lawful” ballots. The committee of 
five of the Executive committee of Tammany 
Hall which resolved Thursday to appeal to the 
Police Board for a sufficient force of police 
at the polls to prevent unlawful seizure or in- 
timidation did. not appear at headquarters and 
the board was therefore unable to take for- 
mal action on the appeal. It is probable that 
the board will meet again tomorrow. 

United States District Attorney Mitchell 
sent a letter today to Chief Supervisor John 
I. Davenport and Marshal Jacobus advising 
them as to the law which governs their duties. 
It points out that the United States law is 
paramount in a clash with any State law, 
and shows that Mr. Sheehan’s proclamation 
is not based on law.

You will also please inform all such Super- 
visors of Election and Deputy Marshals that the 
United States intends to carry out the provis- 
ion of Sec. 2,019 of the United States vised 
Statutes, and to see that —— Supervisor of 
Election and every Deputy Marshal, if requested 
to 1 hime te such Supervisor of Election, 
shall be allowed to take any position behind the 
guard rail he sees fit on election day, and that 
any person interfering with them in any way 
while they are in the performance of their duties 
behind the guard rail in any polling-place on 
election day can at once be arrested without proc- 
ess under Sec. 5,522, United States statutes,

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INDIANA SOLDIERS WILL NOT 
FOR OLEVELAND. 


Practical TIlustration of the Effect of This 
Plank Is Afforded by Pension Day in 
Indianapolis—Want None of the Proph- 


et—Chairman Taggart’s Poll Calls for 

4,000 Only, While Gowdy Sticks to His 

Figures of 10,000 for Harrison—Wana- 

maker at Goshen. 

Ixpraxaronis, Ind., Nov. 4,—[Special. |— 
While it may still be a tip of a coin on po it- 
ical results in Hoosierdom the Republican 
managers are enjoying confidence of «a 
superior quality. Such has been the case for 
several days, when the Democrats awoke to 
the fact that the Republican camp was active, 
strong, and hopeful.. They could not find any 
reason for such good feeling all of a sudden, 
and continued to claim the State by 15,000 
majority. Even after Chairman Gowdy made 
his first declaration that the State would go 
Republican by 10,000 votes and stated that he 
had the figures ready to prove it, Samuel 
Morss, Thomas Taggart, James Murdock, 
and other people on the State com- 
mittee declared that the new excitement 
in the Republican camp was due simply to the 
fact that Republican managers had arisen 
from lethargy ani that the least bit of exer- 
tion on their part caused all of the Republic- 
ans to brighten with hope. But there was a 
grand demonstration in Indianapolis today 
which gave outward evidence that the Repub- 
licans had something in store to spring on the 
enemy unexpectedly. 

It was pension day, and 8,000 awards were 
paid out over the counters of the pension of- 
fice. Soldiers from this and adjoining coun- 
ties came in by trainloads this morning: Per- 
sonal observations showed that the soldiers 
would vote nine for Harrison where one voted 
for Cleveland, while they were all enthusiastic 
for Gov. Chase. A canvass of the train bear- 
ing fifty of the old veterans coming in from 
Boone County was made, and forty-eight men 
were found who declared themselves for Har- 
rison and Chase and the whole Republican 
ticket. One man said he would vote for 
Cleveland while still another was swung in 
line on the cold water ticket. 

The soldiers swarmed about the doors of 
the pension office, over which are the Dem- 
ocratic State headquarte and nine-teuths 
declared they proposed to fight valiantly on 
the political field against any party which 
favored the payment of their pensions in wild- 
cat dollars, worth only 60 cents, and this is 
what they all construed Democratic success 
to mean. 

Some of tife boys, who had know what 
wildcat money meant as far back as 1857, 
swore that they would have none of it if their 
votes for Benjamin Harrison would help sus- 
tain the most solid currency there is on earth. 
Many of the veterans were oppressed by a 
fear that the pension money might be split 
between those who wore the blue and those 
who wore the gray—an outcome that man 
Democrats of the South favor, and in whic 
they are backed by soldier haters of the 
North. 

It is estimated that there are 43,000 Repub- 
lican soldiers and 17,000 Democratic soldiers 
in the State of Indiana. The Republicans are, 
of course, a unit in the indorsement of the 
present administration on matters by which 
they are affected, while it was estimated by 
Pension Agent Ensly that at least one-third of 
the 17,000 Démocratic soldicrs will vote for 
Harrison and Chase, while many of the bal- 
ance will get into other parties in preference 
to voting for Cleveland. 

Grover Will Not Get the Soldier Vote. 

“From my knowledge, said Mr. Ensly, 
“Cleveland will not get half the soldier vote 
he had four years ago, while Harrison has 
grown popular among soldiers during the last 
ten days. I believe Chase will get a majority 
of the Democratic soldier vote in the State. 
I can say that I did not talk with one soldier 
today who was not ready to join in with the 
Republican party on the issue of sound cur- 
rency against wildcat notes. About $12,000,- 
000 will be expended for pensions in this 
district next year, and the soldiers feel that 
they cannot afford to fool with any money, 
that is worth less than 100 cents on the dalla“ 
It cannot be estimated how much this great 
sum of money lends to the building up of the 
State. Every soldier in that crowd today 
went home tonight and talked over the pros- 
pects of wildcat currency again.

AND VOTE FORSOUTHERN FREE 

TRADE AND WILDCAT POLICIES 

Mr. Altgeld claims in his speeches that the 
highest development in America is found in 
those States where the most immigrants re- 
side.” That is true, but not in the sense in 
which he intended it. The immigrants nat- 
urally seek the States where there is the 
highest development,” as that means plenty 
of work and good wages. The States where 
the mass of immigrants seek new homes are 
those where Republican policies and measures 
had been most effective, and where there has, 
as a consequence, been the greatest moral, in- 
dustrial, and social development. 

These citizens of foreign birth who are now 
living in the North did not make it prosper- 
ous, but they went there because that section 
was prospering, and they could find there a 
profitable employment denied them in the 
Bourbon, free trade, unenterprising South. 

The Republican policy has been always to 
set men at work at good wages, and to devel- 
op the resources of the country by establish- 
ing diversified industries. In the section 
where that principle has been most cordially 
accepted the immigrants have settled in the 
largest numbers. They have kept out of the 
States where the laboring man is looked down 
upon with contempt. They have shunned the 
South, with the exception of those districts 
where Republican ideas have prevailed ; where 
Republican capital has been invested and Re- 
publican progress has ensued. 

Yet, strange to relate, although the immi- 
grants flock by millions to those States whose 
industries have been fructified and the toil of 
whose laborers of every class made remunera- 
tive by Republican supremacy and Republic- 
an policies, these European new-comers, the 
bulk of them, vote as if they wanted those 


policies to be abandoned and the Demo- 


cratic policies of the Solid South substituted 
which have fettered the progress of the South 
and caused it to be shunned by these same 
immigrants. To avoid States because Demo- 
crats have long had full sway there and to set- 
tie in States which have prospered because the 
Democrats were in a minority, and then to try 
to make those States Democratic and non- 
progressive, isa most remarkable stuitifica- 
tion and contradiction. 

A majority of the imnfigrants, while avail- 
ing themselves gladly of the great advantages 
secured for them by Republicans, have voted 
steadily against Republican candidates. The 
foreign Protestants have divided about equal- 
ly; but of the members of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church nineteen-twentieths have voted the 
Democratic ticket, while only one-twentieth, 
consisting of the most intelligent, liberal, and 
fair-minded portion, has supported Republic- 
an policies and men. But for the fact that a 
large majority of those born in the North are 
Republicans that party would not carry a 
State, and the paralyzing Southern policies 
would prevail in every State in the Union. 

It the votes of the American citizens of for- 
eign birth were equally divided in all the 
States of the North the Republicans would 
have more than the following majorities in 
these Northern States at the ensuing elec- 
tion:

At present the State of New Jersey is Dem- 
ocratic by the votes of men for whom Repub- 
lican principles and methods made work in 
potteries and silk mills and leather works, 
which would not have existed had the Demo- 
crats been in possession of the government.

This is the most effectual in- 
vention to fertilize the rich man’s field by the 
sweat of the poor man’s brow. 


Adlai never has agreed with him. He has 
always held that American industry never 
could thrive unless it was moistened by con- 
stant rains of cheap and irredeemable paper 
money. It is singular, therefore, that he 
should fail to lift up his voice in his speech or 
letter in favor of a proposition which would 
set the engravers at work making plates for 
State bank notes, and dishonest engravers at 
work counterfeiting them. And which would 
open up to the sharpers, swindlers, and specu- 
lators of the Nation a field of operations worth 
tens of millions to them. 

It must be that the reason why he did not 
come out for wildcat issues was because he 
thought Mr. Cleveland had covered the 
ground sufficiently, and that it was neediess 
for him, an old fiatist, to say anything in 
support of his partner’s\position.

WITH WILDCATS ISSUED ILLINOIS WOULD 

BE A PLUNDERED STATE. 

Such Illinois Democrats as are afraid of a 
wildcat currency in the event of Cleveland’s 
election by the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on 
State bank notes, demanded by the Demo- 
cratic South, are told by other Democrats 
that their fears are idle and that IIlinois would 
be exempt from the evils of State bank notes 
because its Constitution practically forbids 
their issue. ' 

The last part of this statement is true. Not 
only would a law authorizing banks to issue 
notes have to be submitted fo the popular 
vote but the Constitution requires that if such 
notes are issued security to the full amount 
thereof must be deposited with the State 
Treasurer in United States or IIlinois State 
stocks to be rated at 10 per cent below their 
par value.“ There is no State stock, the in- 
debtedness of Illinois having been paid off 
long ago, and it would not be profitable to buy 
and use United States 4 per cent bonds, pay- 
ing an immense premium for thin. Hence, 
no matter what Congress may do, IIlinois will 
not go into the wildcat. business, at least until 
her people change their Constitution in that 
regard. 

Neighboring States, however, are not ham- 
pered by such constitutional obstacles. Ten- 
nessee, Missouri, Arkansas, and most of the 
Southern States could go into the wildcat 
business almost immediately if the 10 per 
cent Federal tax were repealed, as the Demo- 
cratic platform and the South demand, 
After a bank had been organized in Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas, Missouri, or Texas the 
agent of the chaps who organized | it would 
make his way into Illinois with a carpet-bag 
full of attractive-looking State bank money.“ 
He would hunt up persons who were in the 
habit of buying farmers’ products and say to 
them, Here are notes with a face value of 
$50,000 or $100,000. They are not bogus 
money. They are issued under the authority 
of the sovereign State of Arkansas or Texas; 
I will let you bave them at a liberal discount, 
if you will work them off for us. You can use 
them easily when the time comes to move 
the crops,’ ” g 

The Illinois speculators would jump at the 
offer. When the time came for them to buy 
grain or cattleor hogs they would offer the 
farmers a little better price than their com- 


petitors so as to overcome any reluctance the 


grangers might otherwise have to taking this 
new Democratic “‘ money, which had no na- 
tional seal upon it. The bait of the extra 
price and the newness of the handsome bills 
would catch them and the wildcat would be 
quickly put afloat all over this State, driving 
away the national money. 

When the farmers went to settle his accounts 
with the countfy storekeepers or agricultural 
implement agente they would hand over these 
State bank notes. The latter would hesitate 
to take them. The farmers would say, This 
is all we have; it is this or nothing.“ The 
storekeeper or agent would either take them 
at a shave or add a little to his next bill of 
goods. Then when he went to settle with the 
city wholesale merchant the same conversa- 
tion would be repeated, and the city man 
would have to take the beautiful looking 
“cats” for fear that he would get nothing. 
Being stuck with them he would pay them out 
to his employés at their face value as fast as 
possible. They would pass them off at ashave 
on their butchers and bakers and landlords 
for rent, . Thus the notes would go round and 
circulate till they were sent back in large 
numbers for redemption to the bank of issue, 
which would proceed at once to bust and go 
into the hands of a receiver. Meanwhile the 
counterfeits would quickly be as plenty as 
blackberries in Illinois, and every man would 
be studying counterfeit detectors in order to 
prevent being stuck with bogus bills. 

These things were going on all the time 
prior to the Demorratic rebellion war. The 
notes of the banks of every wildcat State in 
the Union were pouted into Illinois, although 
this State had wildcat banks of its own whose 
notes were rather better than the average 
badness. It would happen again if the 10 per 
cent tax were repealed, as the Democrats are 
demanding. The State Constitution would not 
keep this from being a plundered State. The 
wildcat shinplasters of the South and West 
would be poured into Illinois and nothing 
could keep them out. They would find their 
way by millions into the arteries of com- 
merce and trade, and into the pockets of the 
laboring classes, and drive out the healthy 
blood of a national currency which now fills 
the channels of trade.

WHY JUDGE GRESHAM WILL VOTE FOR 
CLE 


VELAND. 

In his letter to Blufora Wilson printed in 
Tun Tarsuns—which may be assumed to be 
authentic, as it has not been disavowed— 
Judge Gresham says: 

1 determined to vote for Mr. Cleveland this fall, 
because I agree in the main with his views on the 
tariff and did not believe in the princivles em- 
bodied ip the McKinley bill. 

Yet the “ principles” of the McKinley bill 
are exactly those held by the Judge eight 
years ago and taught publicly by him as one 
of the leaders of the Republican party. Ina 
speech delivered by him Oct, 20, 1884, while 
Secretary of the Treasury, from the steps of 
the Subtreasury Building in New York to an 
immense audience of merchants and bankers 
and business-men he then and there said : 

Why should the Democratic party be trusted 
to accomplish any good results in legislation? 
[Applause.] Indeed, protection to our manufact- 
urers and laborers can and should be afforded by 
taxation only on such commodities as enter 
into competition with them and others should be 
admitted duty free. No one disputes that the Re- 
publican party is in favor of thus offering protec- 


tion to our domestic industries. Thus we should 


legislate in the interest of our own people rather 
than in the interest of mankind. No intelligent 
man need be toid that the weight of opinion in 
the Democratic party is decidedly opposed to the 
protective principle and that if in full power of 
the government it would refuse to enact or main- 
tain protection in the laws, [Loud applause. | 

In this able speech Secretary Gresham de- 
clared that duties should be levied only on 
competitive articles in order to give protection 
to American manufacturers and laborers; and 
that non-competitive products should be ad- 
mitted duty free because neither American 
manufacturers nor workingmen needed pro- 
tection against them. That is the cardinal 
doctrine, the alpha and the omega of the Mc. 
Kinley bill. Its framers took Secretary 
Gresham at his word. They bailt their editice 


on the foundation rock he rolled before them. 


Why then should Judge Gresham find fault in 
1892, not with the details of the McKinley bill, 
but with its vital principles—with the founda- 
tion on which it is reared? 

In 1884 he urged his hearers not to vote for 
Mr. Cleveland because his party, if in power, 
would refuse to enact or maintain protec- 
tion in its law.“ He spoke thus, though tho 
Democratic straddle platform of that year 
leaned more toward protection than free 
trade. But he knew the spirit of Democracy 
and the teriff opinions of the Solid South, 
and believed that its protection sentiments 
were for Northern consumption in the cam- 
paign only. 

In 1892 the Democrats have adopted in the 
national platform an ultra free trade, while 
the Minneapolis platform of the Republicans 
demands no greater measure of protection 
than Judge Gresham wanted in 1884. Un- 
willing to trust the Democrats eight years ago 
when they “ talked protection ’’ in the North 
he is willing to trust them now when they 
avow rank free trade, 

The Judge seems to put more faith in 
Cleveland now than he did in 1884 or 1888, 
because, as he says, r. Cleveland’s tariff 
views accord nearly with his own. The views 
set forth by the Democratic candidate are 
not those of his party platform and will be 
disowned by him after election. The Judge 
is leaning on a broken reed if he leans on the 
protectionism of Cleveland, The tariff views 
of his letter of acceptance are assumed to 
save some manufacturing Northern States. 
After election his princtplea will be those of 
the Southern Democracy, who are for free 
trade and who boss the Northern wing of that 
organization. 

Tas Turnus does not believe that Judge 
Gresham has abandoned the doctrines he 
advocated in 1884 and which he certainly 
held as late as 1888. It is inclined to think, 
though it does not assert that such is the case, 
that personal grounds have more to do with 
his determination to vote for Cleveland than 
politico-economic ones—that it is with him a 
question of feelings rather than of tariffs. If 
such is the case, Tus Tun does not care 
to criticise his course, If a man is deter- 
mined to vote as his feelings dictate him 
rather than his reason, there is so much 
human nature in it that men regard such acts 
with a lenient eye. 

This journal believes, however, that if he 
should cast his vote for Mr. Cleveland and it 
should be the means of electing him and thus 
inflicting on the country the evils of free 
trade and ruined American industries, 
of wildcat currency, and a plundered 
and impoverished people, he will deplore 
the consequences of his act of resentment 
and regret that he had not thought more of 
measures than of men when he went to the 
polls.

said amendment.” 

If a voter merely marks his X.“ in the big 
O against the word Republican or Demo- 
erat ie, and does not make a mark next the 
“Yes” of the constitutional amendment, he 
votes against it just as effectually as if he 
makes an X mark against the No,” 
Voters should get it into their heads that if a 
thousand men vote at the coming election for 
President and Governor, and 400 of them vote 
for the amendment by making a mark in the 
proper place and 50 vote against the amend- 
ment, and the other 550 do nothing to show 
how they feel on the subject, the return made 
will be: Total number of votes cast, 1,000;

ahead? Not much. He says: “We find our 
manufactories suspended.” My Democratic 
friend, that simply means that they were stopped. 
I want you to understand all these big words; I 
am going to stop and interpret them te you, 
further says: ‘“‘ Every public work is retarded and 
private enterprises are abandoned, and thousands 
of useful laborers are thrown out of employment 
and reduced to want.” That hardly agrees with 
Gen. Stevenson, does it? Gen. Stevenson said 
nobody was turned out of employment, nobody 
was reduced to want. Buchanan says thousands 
of useful laborers were thrown owt of employment 
and reduced to want. : 

All this was during the period which Adlai 
Stevenson characterizes as golden. It was 
during this same period that James Buch- 
anan’s Democratic administration offered 
$10,000,000 of 6 per cents and no one appeared 
to want them at any price, and the Govern- 
ment of the United States had to appeal to 

the States of New York and Pennsylvania to 
guarantee the payment of those bonds and go 
security. It was of this same “golden 
period that Millard Fillmore said: 

The value of our exports of breadstuffs and pro- 
visions, which it was supposed the incentive of a 
low tariff and large importations from abroad 
would have greatly augmented, bas fallen from 
$68,000,000 in 1847 to $21,000,000 in 1851, with almost 
a certainty of still further reduction in 1852. The 
policy which dictated the low rate of duties on 
foreign merchandise, it was thought by those who 

established it, would tend to benefit the farming 
population in this country by increasing the de- 
mand and raising the price of our agricultural 
products in foreign markets. The foregoing 
facts, however, seem to show incontestably that 
no such result has followed the adoption of this 
policy. 

Adiai Stevenson should be more careful 


_when he refers to dates. He may not be old 


enough to remember the miseries and suffer- 
ings of hig ‘‘golden period,” but probably 
there were men in his audience old enough to 
remember them and to recall that right here 
in the City of Chicago John Wentworth was 
hiring men to work upon the streets at 50 and

than lead and colder than iron by reason of 
the burdens it heaped upon the laborer and 
the sufferings it entailed upon the poor. 


POLLS OPEN IN THE COUNTRY AT 7 A. KL. 
AND CLOSE AT 5 P. L. 

The polis will open next Tuesday at 7 a. m. 
in all parts of Illinois (except Chicago, 
Cicero, and East St. Louis, which are under 
the City Election law) and will close at 5 p. 
m. Under the law as it stood prior to 1891 
the opening hour was 8 o’clock a. m. and the 
closing one7 p.m. Thechange in hours is 
an excellent one which should have been made 
long ago. By putting an end to the voting 
after sunset two hours of darkness are avoid- 
ed. Not only are the expense and bother of 
artificial light done away with, but the oppor- 
tunities for fraud are greatly lessened. Much 
of the cheating under the old system was after 
sunset, when the only light was that of flicker- 
ing candles, 

By closing earlier the judges and clerks are 


“enabled to get through with their work by or 


before midnight instead of bemg compelled 
to protract it into the next day. They will not 
get so tired and will be less likely to make 
mistakes in their count. They will get through 
in good season, the politicians at each poll 
will be able to telegraph the result to the 
county seat, where the figures from the differ- 
ent precincts can be tabulated and the fdot- 


ings sent all over the State, so that every one 


will know at his breakfast table the next 
morning how the State has gone, and by what 
majority in each county. There will be no 
Holding back of returns to influence results, 
for every baliot can be counted by midnight. 

In Chicago and the other two places which 
are under the City Election law the hours 
are slightly different. Voting begins at 6 a. 
m. to accommodate the workingmen and 
clerks, and closes ten hours thereafter at 4, 
which is nearly an hour before the sun has 
set. That gives the city judges and clerks 
sixty minutes more time in which to do their 
figuring by daylight.

LARGE SHIPMENTS OF IRON ORE. 


They Continue to Distance the Great Rec- 
ord of 1890. 

Crevetanp, O., Nov. 4.—The Iron Trade 
Review says regarding the iron and ore condi- 
tions: The shipments of iron ore still con- 
tinue to distance even the great record of 
1890. With exact returns for all the ports 
there had been shipped up to Nov. 1, 7,828,251 
gross tons, or 382,677 tons more than at the 
same date in 1890, and 1,805,492 tons more 
than last year’s shipments Nov. 1. The 
eud of safe navigation is so near that 
it is a matter of close figuring with 
some vesselmen to get in two 
trips more, and the situation as 
to wheat was such at the opening of the week 
that many boats went for ore, fearing that a 
grain blockade within another week might so 
overload them that if they took down grain 
this week a second trip would be impossible. 
Beyond some few additional sales of non-Bes- 
semer hematites and further inquiries for this 
grade the ore market has developed no special 
feature. The movement forward to furnaces 
shows a considerably larger aggregate than at 
this time last year. In the last week the total 
has been about 40,000 tons from Cleveland 
docks, while Cleveland receipts have been up- 
wards of 55,000 tons. The handling of Cin- 
cinnati, Yale, and Kanawha ores, mined by 
the Standard Ore compauy, has been arrang- 
ed for within the week, with Corngan, Ives & 
Co., and it is probable that a fourth firm will 
soon be added to the list of Cleveland repre- 
sentatives of the Mesaba range. The holding 
of Bessemer pig at higher figure is the only 
change in this end of the market. All the 
mills are running with plenty of orders and 
that the demand for sheets, plates, and struct- 
ural material is fully maintained continues 
to be the report concerning manufactured 
iron and steel. New business is quite up to 
the volume of early fall and for the year thus 
far exceeds that for last year to the same 
date. /The scrap market shows slightly more 
activity and an advance in prices. 


WEEKLY REVIEW OF WALL STREET. 


Speculation Waits for Political Excitement 
to Subside. 

New Tonk, Nov. 4. —Bradstreet’s weekly 
Wall street review says: Speculation seems to 
be waiting for political excitement to subside. 
The approaching Presidential election has this 
week not only absorbed the attention of the 
street, but for the moment reduces participa- 
tion to the lowest ebb, reducing the movement 
of prices to the narrowest limits, and depriv- 
ing the changes actually exhibited of any spe- 
cial significance. The trading for the week 
has, in fact, been strictly confined to a small 
body of professional operators, who have 
found in the lack of assistance, either from 
the outside public or foreign jnterests, little 
encouragement for theirendeavors to maintain 
a semblance of activity. So far as the market 
has exhibited any tendencies, the most notice- 
able of them originated in a disposition to re- 
duce holdings and to put out small lines of 
shorte on the theory that the duliness which 
seemed inevitable till after the election would 
result in slightly lower prices. These mani- 
festations occupied the market till Thursday, 
when covering of the aforesaid short sales 
induced by the failure of the Bank of England 
to advance its discount rate, resulted in re- 
coveries, unattended, however, by any real 
activity. It was noticeable that manipulation 
ot industrial shares was suspended, the interest 
having them in charge evidently finding it an 
unprofitable waste of commissions to keep 
them in motion. This of course deprived the 
market of considerable interest, and the 
demonstrations which occurred in a few 
specialties have not been of sufficient im- 
portance either to influence the general list or 
to afford any fresh indication of its ultimate 
tendencies. 


THEY STRUCK FOR FREE BEER. 


Brewery Employes Quit Work Because 
Drinks Are Charged Up to Them. 

Fifteen of the maltsters of the Fortune Bros. 
Brewing company are on a strike. While 
there is nothing vicious in the action of the 
strikers the work in the company’s business 
office is done behind locked doors. Moreover 
the police on that beat evidently fear that too 
much beer may incite trouble, Seventeen of 
their maltsters quit Thursday, but two of the 
number returned to their work yesterday on 
an increase from $55 to $60 a month on their 


wages. 

John Fortune, the senior member of the 
company, says that the company expressed u 
willingness to increase the wages from $55 to 
$60a month on demand; that the company 
believes that the strike is due to the work of 
rival brewery employés, as the strikers are ex- 
union men. The brewery is running at full 
capacity, the places of the malthouse strikers 
having been temporarily filled by other em- 
ployés of the company. 

Speaking for the strikers Joseph Doyle, who 
hives at No. 18 Rublee, says the Fortune em- 
ployés make far less money than paid by other 
breweries; that while a raise froin $55 to $60 
was conceded by the company, it was done on 
a basis that would reduce wages below the $55 
a month schedule, as the company declined to 
give free beer. The strikers demand $65 a 
month or $60 a month with free beer. This is 
the sole bone of contention. :

Plowing—Slow Progress in Gathering 
Corn—Yield and Quality of Crop Disap- 


pointing—Certain tp Be # Shortage. 

Dwianr. III., Nov. 4.— [Special. — The 
drought is broken. Soaking rains followed 
by a high degree of temperature have been 
the order during the present week, This 
chauge will prove beneficial to the newly sown 
winter wheat crop and help put the ground in 
better cuhdition for fall plowing, which has 
been greatly delayed. Farmers, however, 
seem to be neglecting all kinds of farm work 
and are absorbed in the political questions of 
the day. 

In Kentucky the seeding of the wheat has 
now all been finished. The crop did not look 
well until the rain of a week ago. Since then, 
however, it has improved some, It is getting 
dry again, and rain is needed badly. Wheat 
will go into winter quarters in poor shape as 
compared with last year. 

In. Tennessee the excessive dry weather has 
retarded sowing greatly and the general con- 
dition of the crop is not as good as last year. 
The flour trade is dull and no wheat coming 
to market. 

Northeru Texas reports wheat seeding in 
progress. They have had an abundance of 
rain alithrough the wheat belt, and in the 
Pan Handle section of the State the acreage 
will be larger than last year. In the central 
portion of the State the corn crop is all gath- 
ered and is a good one, 

In California no wheat of any consequence 
has been sown yet and will not be until after 
the first rain. There has been no plowing of 
any consequence and it will require ag 
three inches of rain to put the ground in good 
condition for seeding.

In Southern Kansas last season seeding was 
not finished until the last of November, while 
at the present time the crop is now oe 
as all in the ground.

The plants are small and need bontinued warm 
growing weather for several weeks yet. The 
dry weather and low prices did not seem to 
materially affect the acreage, but the recent 
decline makes many regret they sowed 80 
much, and are manifesting considerable in- 
difference about its condition. 

In the Northern part of Kansas seeding is 
about finished. Conditions are poor com- 
pared with one year ago: The stand is fair to 

oor. 
. Southern Missouri reports everything favor- 
able for wheat. The ground is in good condi- 
tion, the stand good, and in fact all the sur- 
roundings better than for the last two years. 
Receipts of wheat are light. Farmers will 
not sell at all. In Northern Missouri seeding 
has not yet been finished. Where up the 
stand is irregular, and there are more or less 
complaints of insects working on the wheat. 

Up to Nov. 1 practically no rain had fallen 
for six weeks in Michigan, and wheat was suf- 
fering for want of it. Rains have fallen this 
week and a general improvement is already 
apparent in the condition of the crop. De- 
liveries of wheat are light and some millers 
report that they do not get enough to keep 
them running. 

In Northern Ohio, notwithstanding the ex- 
trémely dry weather since seeding began, the 
stand of wheat is fair. There is some com- 
plaint of fly, but it is not general. Prices are 
so low that farmers are selling little. 

Southern Ohio reports that they have not 
had enough rain yet to do the wheat any 

ood, and the crop plainly shows the effect of 

ry weather. ; 

in Northern Indiana the seeding of winter 
wheat has been finished. The early sown is 
up and looking fairly well. But the dry 
weather, and in some cases the fly, has re- 
duced the stand materially. ‘The late sowing 
haa made a poor showing up to date. 

Southern Indiana reports the wheat all in, 
a fair stand, some complaint of insects, but 
no great amount of damage. |

The 
rains of the present week will probably bring 
up all the unsprouted wheat and greatly im-

Little Progress in Gathering Corn. 


Little progress has been made with gather- 
ing corn during the last ten days, particular- 
ly during the present week, in Illinois. Asa 
general thing farmers are finding the yield 
lighter than they expected. There is but lit- 
tle corn, either old or new, being offered for 
sale at the present time in Central Illinois. 
The receipts at the principal trade centers in 
this portion of the State will be much lighter 
for the next thres or four months. Some re- 
ports show the crop at least 20 r cent less 
than was expected, and some will be chaffy; 
other inquiries bring out the fact that tarm- 
ers are disappointed in the yield to the extent 
of one-third to onehalf of what they ex- 
pected. The largest proportion of the late 
corn is badly injured by frost. Little corn 
has been gathered yet in Indiana, but enough 
is known to state that the crop is lighter than 
for several years. 

In Northern Kansas farmers have made 
good progress with gathering corn. The 
gut ity isnot upto its usual standard. In 

uthern Kansas one-half of the corn is 
cribbed, crop light, running from fifteen to 
se iam bushels an acre; little will grade 

o. 

In Northern Missouri farmers have just got 
into their fields, and so far the reports show 
that the crop is not going to turn out as well 
as expected some time ago. 

Last week Nebraska farmers made good 
progress with gathering corn. On the bot- 
tom lands, where the 14th of September frost 
struck the corn, it 1s dry enough to crib well. 
On the uplands and table where frosts held off 
until Oct. 10 it is not so dry, but shippers are 
receiving it at eighty pounds a bushel. None 
shelling for market. 

Iowa reports that little corn has been gath- 
ered yet and the movement will be light for a 
month, as farmers will be busy on their 
farms. The rains of the week have been a 
great thing for plowing, but too late for 
pastures, which were sadly in need of it. 

The corn crop is off more or less in every 
locality, from one end to the other of the corn 
belt. Such a condition was never known be- 
fore. Shortage is universal for the first time. 

South Dakota reports that the ground is 
still dry and plows badly. Progress, how. 
ever, is fully as forward as usual. One fourth 
of the spring wheat crop is yet to be thrashed. 

movement of wheat is slow and at pres- 
ent prices—about 50 cents a bushel—is liable 
to remain in the granary, as farmers every 
year are getting in a better condition to hold. 

Southern Minnesota reports plowing all 
done and 50 per cent of the crop unthrashed. 
They look for an increased movement after 
plowing is over. Some rain has fallen, not 
enough to make roads bed, but enough to 
moisten the ground for plowing.

Hayden’s supply of cash gave out and Johnny 
went into the wood working factory of a man 
named Bartolmae on Franklin street. He 
worked at the lathe for two weeks until the 
snow began to sift through the cracks of the 
factory; then he got work in the cigar factory 
of one Waixelbaum on Wells street. Johnny 
signed a three years’ contract and in two 
months got so expert that he could earn his 
board—$2 a week. He and his employer fell 
out over that same board and Johnny was 
seized with an opportune headache that so 
disabled him that his employer released him 
from the contract. * 

About this time, 1851, Johnny, whose an- 
cestors were all musical, began to play dance 
music under the management of Charles Ber- 
del, who was a Justice of the Peace on the 
side. This year, also, he went by stage to La 
Salle to play ata ball. In 52 he organized 
the National Band and was fairly launched on 
the wavee of harmony. 

In 1861 he volunteered in the Twenty-fourth 
Illinois Regiment’s band and sesved until 
mustered out six months later by act of Con- 
gress. After the battle of Perryville, Ky., 
where Peter Hand, his brother, and other Chi- 
cagoans were severely wounded, Johnny 
Hand wasone of a committee of six sent by 
the city with money, medicine, and stores.

50 that Johnny Hand had concealed in the 
lining of his stovepipe hat. Morgan marched 
them two days without foud and then set the 
civilians to work as teamsters. Johnny Hand 
escaped, worked back towards Louisville, and 
finally boarded the very train his wounded 
brother was on en route for Chicago.

Plate Glass, American and English—How 
Built Up—Tariffs and Prices. 

The manufacture of plate glass was first at- 
tempted at New Albany, Ind., in 1868, and in 
1870 the annual production was only 120,000 
square feet. Factories were erected at Louis- 
ville, Ky., and Jeffersonville, Ind,, and in 1875 
the annual production had increased to 750,000 
square feet, in 1880 it was 2,000,000 square 
feet, and in 1889 it reached 10,500,000 square 
feet. In 1892 the annual product of the eight 
American factories will reach the enormous 
figure of 18,260,000 square feet. 

n 1870 not more than 200 men were em- 
ployed in the manufacture; today, 22 years 
after, more than 8,000 inen are carried on the 
payrolls of the different companies and these 
men receive for their labor more than $4,000,- 
000 per year. 

In 1868 and for seme years after soda ash, 
salt cake, rouge, emery, and pot clays were 
all imported; now all raw materials entering 
into the manufacture of plate glass are pro- 
duced inthis country, thus furnishing em- 
ployment to other thousands of men. 

As to the tariff and the selling price of giass 
the tariff today is the same asin 1860, 5, & 25, 
and 50 cents per square foot, according to the 
size of the glass. 

Fifteen years ago the average selling price 
to the consumer was $2.50 per square foot. In 
the month of September, 1 the average 
selling price was less t 55 cents per square 
foot. increase in demand has incre 
competition and stimulated invention, and the 
consumer reaps the benefit. 

During the infancy of the industry all labor 
was brought from Europe; no skilled Ameri- 
can labor could be had; now more than 
* cent of the labor employed is American. 

t is estimated that plate glass manutacture 
in this country furnishes employment direct] 
and indirectly to 25,000 men, and these wit 
their dependents will aggregate in numbers 

100,000, And let it be remembered that 
American workmen are paid from 66 per 
cent to 100 per cent more than European 
operatives receive for the same work. 

[Let it also be kept in mind that the wages 
paid out by these 25,000 glass workers in the 
purchase of American products and supplies 
support an equal number of the American work- 
men, and furnish employment for other large 
amounts of capital. Under the Democratic 
policy all this glass would be imported from 
France and Belgium and paid for in Ameri- 
can gold; and would enrich foreign capital 
and employ foreign labor and thereby leave 
50,000 Americans out of work and wages and 
thereby damage the home market for every- 
thing they would buy. This blind, vicious,

Without a protective tariff the glass industry 
could never have been established in this 
country. The first three American factories 
all ended in failure in spite of the fact that 
glass was then sold for almost tive times the

the labor they employ would have to be con- 
tent with the same half wages that are paid 
in European factorics., 

In 1868; when Capt. Ford laid the founda- 
tion of the plate glass industry, we were de- 
pendent for our supply upon Belgium, En- 
gland, France. and Germany, in all of which 
countries 1 anufacture had the protection 
of tariff dut As early as 1671, in tne reign 
of Charles II., England imposed a duty 
of $1.29 per foot on plate glass; 
this was increased in 1819 to $1.60 
per square foot; ten years later, in 1829, du- 
ties became regulatod according to the dimen- 
sions of the glass, and ran from $1.50 per 
square foot on glass less than nine feet square.

From the Russian Mission on the Yukon 
River come sleds, harnesses, raincoats made 
from salmon skin, ice spears from spruce, 
with points of reindeer antlers, snow shovels 
of spruce, ropes made from the fibers of the 
nettle—used for securing the load to the sled 
—and a large canoe of spruce frame. 

From the Upper Yukon and Peily Rivers a 
toboggan sled will be sent. This is made of 
birch held together with thongs of reindeer 
hide. The regular load is 400 pounds, though 
as high as 700 is sometimes carried by Hudson 
Bay trading teams. A harness made of 
smoked moose skin with steel wire woven 
into the collar; canoe of spruce and birch 
frame, birch bark covering, with split willow 
roots, seams covered with spruce gum. This is 
built for the swift waters of the Upper Yukon, 
the canoes of the lower part of the Yukon be- 
ing broader and shorter. Still another invoice 
from Lieut. G. T. Emmons, U N., is a 
beautiful full-sized * Haida” canoe made 
from red cedar and a Flingit canoe with 
decorated paddle. 

The German village in Midway Plaisance 
under the direction of Mr. Belschner of Frank- 
fort is rapidly assuming shape.

There will be 
the peasant home of the Black Forest, the 
home in Westphalia, of the Bavarian 
Alps, etc. But the dominant feature of the 
German village will be the great ethnographic 
collection which is to be massed in the spa- 
cious halls and galleries of the castle and ix 
the Hessian town hall. The student of his- 
tory will here find a feast such as can only be 
spread in the State museums of the European 
capitals. No labor and expense have been 
spared to make this feature of the village at- 
tractive and instructive. The nucleus of this 
museum will be the rich private collection of 
a wealthy man in Saxony, consisting of arms 
and 8 equipments of historic value. be- 
ginning with the age of stone weapons, pass- 
ing through the period of bronze and iron im- 
plements of war, and closing with the preten- 
tious renaissance. The collection of arms and 
coats of mail of the Middle Ages will be 
especially rich, comprising a large number of 
fully armored knights and a series of swords, 
spears, battle axes, helmets, etc.

Col. Davis thinks he has made a wise choice 
in his selection of Mr. Geraldine as his repre- 
sentative, since the latter is familiar with all 
the conditions at Jackson Park. This ap- 

intment, therefore? seems to harmonize the 

itherto prevailing animosity between - repre- 
sentatives of the National Commission and 
those of the local directory. 

Mr. Geraldine while in charge of the con- 
struction of the big buildings was regarded as 
an autocrat. His word was law. The con- 
tractors and the 6,000 men employed by them 
regarded him with a peculiar feeling of awe. 
His personality was such that it was not 
deemed advisable to dispute his authority. 
His dec‘sions on questions at issue were given 
almost instantaneously, and as a result Mr. 
Geraldine was held in high esteem for the ex- 
pedition with which he rushed forward the 
work of construction. 

His appoinment as aid to Col. Davis must 
be approved by the Board of Control, which 
meets next month. Meanwhile Mr. Geral- 
dine will assume at once his duties and pro- 
vide quarters for the different department 
chiefs, as well as the Director-General, in the 
buildings at Jackson Park, His salary has 
not yet been fixed. 


STIRRING UP FOREIGN NATIONS, 


Assurances Must Be Forthcoming at Once 
That Space Granted Will Be Utilized. 

Director-General Davis yesterday, through 
the Department of Foreign Affairs, stirred up 
foreign nations in regard to sending exhibits. 
Each one which has signified its intention of 
exhibiting at the World's Fair was sent a 
cablegram, which said in brief that assurances 
must be forthcoming at once as to whether 
the space granted would be utilized by the 
government receiving such allotment. 

This notice was deemed necessary, because 
according to the general rules promulgated 
the Exposition management was ready Nov. 1 
to receive exhibits. Contrary to expectation, 
however, but few have been received, and the 
Director-General, in the cablegrams sent 
yesterday, informed the governments receiv- 
ing them that if satisfactory assurances were 
not immediately returned allotrnents of space 
previously made to these same countries would 
be revoked and other applicants be given such 
reserved space. . 

As an indication upon the part of Col. Davis 
that he intends to take full and complete 
charge for the oo of installation of the 
big buildings at Jackson Park he yesterday 
issued the following order to his Chiefs of De- 
partments: * 

By the rules and regulations promulga 
the World's Colambian 3 wm — — 
World's Columbian Exposition, Nov. 1, 1392, was 
deciared to be the day on which exhibits would 
be received for installation in the several depart- 
mental buildings on the World's Fair grounds. 

You are hereby directed to assume charge of the 
building provided for the exhibits of the depart- 
ment of.. ., and immediately cause the same to 
be 1.— in readiness to receive exhibits. You 
will mark off the space that has been allotted to 
exhibiters, conforming to the plans and dimen- 
sions which have been approved. 

You will at once report the condition of the 
buildings of your department, with such recom- 
mendations as you may deem necessary. 

You are not charged with responsibility for the 
work of construction and will in no way retard 
the contractors in the work which they are per- 
forming under the supervision of the Construc- 
tion Department. 

You will at once and from time to time here- 
after recommend the appointment of any employés 
you may require to keep your building clean and 
to properly carry on the work of your depart- 
ment. GEORGE B. Davis,

TREASURY OFFICIALS ARE COMING, 


They Will Make Arrangements for Col- 
lecting World's Fair Customs. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury O. L. 
Spaulding and Chief Supervising Special 
Agent A. K. Single have informed Collector 
Clark that they will arrive in Chicago at 3 
o’clock today. The object of their visit is to 
confer with the Collector and the customs 
officers as to the system of customs adminis- 
tration to be instituted at the World’s Fair 
grounds. The new department will be under 
the supervision of Collector Clark, with a 
separate force for the exhibition entries. The 
plan proposed by Collector Clark has been 
under advisement in the Treasury Depart- 
ment for some time and the conference with 
Assistant Secretary Spaulding and Supervisor 
Tingle will practically settle the matter of 
customs administration during the Fair. 
Only the official approval of the Secretary of 
the Treasury will be required. The Custom-

entries,

ment will be able to successfully cope with this 
distressing problem involving the comfort and 
life of nearly one million Finnish people. Infor- 
mation from Uleaborg north of the Guif of 
Bothnia states that an early frost has destroyed 
nearly the entire products of agriculture in all 
the northern districts and the peasants of that 
section are much alarmed concerning the outlook.

In this volume are collected the last songs 
of the gentle Quaker poet whose death we all 
deplore. They breathe the familiar strains of 
hope and tenderness and courage which we 
shall hear no more from Whittier’s lips. The 
old man perceived that his end was near, and 
it might almost be said that his spirits rose at 
the prospect, so cheerful and serene-a temper 
is revealed in these verses. In one of the last 
ms he ever wrote (it was addressed to Dr. 
olmes on his 83d birthday), he says: 
Life is indeed no holiday; therein 
Are want, and woe, and sin, 
Death and its nameless fears, and over all

“The West from a Car Window,” by Rich- 
ard Harding Davis. 

The West from a Car Window” is the 
overmodest title which Mr. Davis has given 
to this record of atrip through Texas, Colo- 
rado, Oklahoma, and the neighboring States. 
Mr. Davis did not content himself with a 
passing glance at the life and manners of the 
Far West; indeed, it is safe to say that few 
observers would have made equally good use 
of their opportunities. The treatment is every- 
where impressionistic, but tne impressions are 
those ot a trained and intelligent reporter. 

Mr. Davis saw a good deal of army life at 
various ts, and if he is ambitious of emu- 
lating Ru yard Kipling he has probably accu- 
mulated sufficient material to serve his pur- 
pose.

Mr. Crane is the fashion just now, but we 
candidly confess that we do not admire his 
work, which strikes us as mannered almost to 
the point of grotesqueness. The chalky, im- 
pure coloring, too, is far from pleasing to our 
untutored eyes. A great deal of money mus? 
have been spent —we will not say misspent— 
in producing this edition. 

Thaddeus of Warsaw,“ the once famous 
historical novel by Jane Porter, author of 
„The Scottish Chiefs,” has been republished 
in one neat volume by Messrs. A. C. McClur 
& Co. The story deals with the Russo-Polish 
war of 1792.94, and the patriot Kosciysko 
figures in its pages by the side of Thaddeus 
Sobieski. its hero. 

The Aldine House edition of Jane Austen’s 
novels, which is published in this country by 
Macmillan & Co,, continues to fulfill the 

romise of its early numbers. Pride and 

rejudice, in two volumes, is the latest isspe, 
and the half-dozen illustrations, by Mr. Will- 
iam C. Cooke, are as delightful as those to 
which we have previously called attention. 
On’ our side of the water Messrs. Roberts 
Bros. have completed their handsome edition 
of Miss Austen’s works by the publication of 
“Northanger Abbey,” Persuasion,“ Lady 
Susan, and “The Watsons, together 
with a memoir of the author by her 
nephew, Mr J E. Austen Leigh, 
and a volume of her gossipy, good-natured 
letters. Both y Susan” and The 
Watsons are published for the first time in 
America, The latter is a mere fragment, 
which the editor tninks was composed ‘at 
Bath a few years later than the composition 
but earlier than the publication of Sense 
and Sensibility” and Pride and Preju- 


dice. 

A pretty little edition of Goldsmith’s 
“ Vicar of Wakefield”’ is that which Messrs. 
T. I. Crowell & Co. have just published. In 
respect of paper and margins, indeed, the book 
leaves something to be desired, but the binding, 
in white, pale green, and gold, is very pleasing, 
and mostof the numerous cuts are full of 
character. An article on the various illus- 
trated editions of the work, written by Austin 
Dobson for an English magazine, has been re- 
printed, inappropriately enough, by way of 
preface. 

A new edition of the late Herman Melville’s 
works is now publishing by the U. S. Book 
company. Typee and its uel 
Omoo have thus far appeared, Mr. Mel- 
ville was the pioneer in the field of South Sea 
romance, which has since been exploited by 
Mayo, Stevenson, and others. In its inci- 
dents, if not in its coloring, ** Typee is 
mainly a record of the author's own experi- 
ences among the natives of Polynesia. The 
editor has restored the passages, omitted in 
all previous American editions, which criti- 
cised the methods adopted by the missiona- 
ries, both Protestant and Catholic.

But —. not find in this fact, 
as perhaps Mr. Bland would do, any reason to 
make good the appreciation of gold by rais- 
ing silver in the rank of money, simply be- 
cause this must be done in terms of gold it- 
self, whose fluctuations are presumably the 
cause of all the difficulty.

Brief Mention. 

Miss Viola Roseboro, whose contributions 
to the Century have attracted the attention of 
discerning readers, has published a volume of 
her short stories, which cannot fail to extend 
its author’s reputation. The fine quality of 
Miss Roseboro’s work impresses one at first 
sight, but one does not recognize its varied 
charm until one has read the entire volume, 
We can recall nothing better of their kind 
than four of these sketches: “ Rudolph,”

Roseboro has wit, humor, imagination, sym- 
pathy—every qualification, in short, which a 
novelist ought to possess. We hope that some 
day she will display her skill upon a larger can- 
vas. (“Old Ways and New.”

“The Theory of the State, by J. K. 
Bluntschli. This is the second English edi- 
tion of Mr. Bluntschli’s valuable work, trans- 
lated from the sixth German edition. It fur- 
nishes a most comprehensive discussion of 
the nature of the State; indeed, we do not 
know a better book to which to refer the gen- 
.eral student for an exposition of political in- 
stitutions, whether ancient or modern. It is 
admirably adapted for a text-book on political 
science, being carefully subdivided into chap- 
ters, sections, and subsections with a view. to 
just such analysis as is indispensable to the 
student.

It was 
stocked with old inks, Chinese paper, grammars 
and dictionaries of the Frisian language, histo- 
ries and mythologies and books of t sort. 
With their aid the old sailor had fabricated what 
purported to be a history of the Frisian people 
written up to the year 802 and in the tongue of 
ancient race.

to son and began with the year 359. It had come 
into his hands, the burgher explained, as an an- 
cestral legacy. The book created_an immense 
sensation. Learned authorities on Frisian topics 
indorsed it as authentic, and a glossary of the 
obsolete words embodied in it was published, 
Altogether it was arded as the literary dis- 
covery of the age.

ure and greatly facilitate the South- 
iders in transportation to the Fair grounds. 
Mr. Manasse stated yesterday that the syn- 
dicate owning the undisputed sixty-six feet is 
ing to give it to the World’s Fair people 
free of all rental in consideration a cer- 
tain prescribed landing be built and main- 
tained during the six months of the Fair and 
left in good condition to the owners of the 
land as their property at the close of the Ex- 
ition. In this event a viaduct would also 
ve to be built over the Illinvis Central 
tracks. The tender of the property was for- 
mally made yesterday.

MASONS COST MONEY. 


They Will Not Lay the Criminal Court 
Corner-Stone. 

The committee of the County Board on the 
new Criminal Court Building is in a dilemma 
about the laying of the corner-stone. Under 
the assurance, 60 it is said, of prominent 
Masons that the expense would be next to 
nothing, the committee invited the Masonic 
fraternity of the State to lay the stone and set 
the time for next Thursday, Nov. 10, 

The corner-stone itself has been prepared in 
accordance with this arrangement. It is seven 
feet square and two feet thick and rock-faced, 
except that an oblong panel has been sunk in 
the middle of each face for inscriptions. The 
inscription in the Dearborn street panel con- 
sists of the names of the Old Market Hall, the 
Old Criminal Court, and the new Criminal 
Court, with the years in which they were 
erected. The inscription in the Michigan 
street panel contains the date of the laying of 
the corner-stone, the fact that it was laid by 
the Masonic fraternity, and the names of some 
of the Masonic officials. . 

Now it is discovered by the committee that 
it will cost from $500 to $1,000 to have the 
Masons lay the stone, and it is about deter- 
mined that their services will be dispensed 
with. But there are difficulties in the way of 
this change. What will be done with the in- 
scription on this stone which says that the 
Masons laid it? If it is chiseled off then there 
will be left an ugly panel with no inscription 
on the front of the building, and the only in- 
scription on the stone will be on Dearborn 
street. If the stone is thrown away and an- 
other made there will be a dead loss of $150

It Was the Only Foreign Flag to Fly from 
the Eiffel Tower, and It Graced That 
Lofty Structure July 4, 1886-40

Col. D. H. Elliott of Sanford, Fla., was 
the Leland yesterday.

business to talk for Florida and to tell the 
many advantages possessed by that State. 
This may be accounted for, however, as he is 
general land agent of the Associated Railway 
Land Department of Florida, 

A flag owned by Col. Elliott is his chief 
treasure. Just a plain United States flag of 
silk, handsome enough, to be sure, but not 
more beautiful than other silk flags. It was 
never shot at, either, nor carried at the head 
of serried ranks. In fact, it could not have 
been carried in any war except that revolution 
in Chile, the French expedition against the 
Dahomeyans, or Gen. Miles’ attack on the 
“ ghost dancers at Wounded Knee, for the 
reason that it was built quite recently. In 
fact, Col. Elliott would hardly prize a flag of 
that description carried through the war, as 
he was a Confederate soldier and was for a 
time a guest of the Uni in Chicago, 
a prisoner of war. Butthe Colonel himseif 

mits the war is over. 

This flag now so highly prized by Col. El- 
liott is the only flag of a foreign government 
ae to be unfurled from the top of 

iffel Tower during the Paris Exposition, and 
the date of its unfurling was July 4, 1889. 

But there is a little story about flag that 
antedates the Paris story. The flag was first 
made to grace the stand at the Peidmont Ex- 

ition in Atlanta, Ga, when Grover Cleve- 
and and his wife visited it during his tern of 
office as President of the United States in 
November, 1887. After the Exposition closed 
the flag was given Col. Elliott by Henry W. 
Grady, editor of the Atlanta Constitution, as 
a memento of the Cleveland visit, 

Col. Elliott went to Paris in 1889 and took 
the flag along. Patriotie American citizens 
presented France with a model of the Bar- 
tholdi Statue of Liberty, Minister Whitelaw 
Reid mak the presentation speech and 
President Sadi Carnot the s h of acce 
ance. July 4 was the day set for the presen 
tion, and Col. Elliott decided that flag should 
be unfurled from the highest structure ever 
erected by man. M. Eiffel was willing, and 
so from 12 o'clock noon until 5 p. m. the stars 
and stripes floated over the tri-color of France. 
That was the only time a foreign flag was per- 
mitted on the tower.
